Radiophone Insures 
Quick Action On Fires 
In Control District 


Chief Bender of the Ever- 
glades Fire Control District is 
appealing to farmers, p 
owners and others for assistance 
in preventing the starting and 
spreading of fires particularly, 
since the recent frosts which 
have left the country practi- 
eally covered with dry and in- 
flamable vegetation. 

In his appeal the Chief-re- 
minds the publie that all road 
patrolmen as well as his own 
trucks are available to transfer 
by radio phone immediately any 
report of a fire. Men and equip- 
ment will be dispatched to a 
fire as soon as reported so that 
it might be confined to its point 
or origin. 

“The water table is the lowest 
for this time of year on record,” 
he says, "and muck fires are 
very dangerous under this 
drough condition." 

Scanning weekly reports dis- 
close that only recently in one 
week six fires were reported from 
cigarettes along side the road, 
and a cost of twenty men nine- 
teen hours each was incurred in 
putting them out. 

“As soon as the South-Bay 
locks are rebuilt and dam is in- 
stalled at Twenty Mile Bend, 
then we can hold'the Lake level 
over the muck area continuous 
to and between the North New 
River, Hillsboro and West Palm 
Beach Canals" said Mr. Bender.
